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New £4,000 Christmas 

lights get switched on 


Town’s traders welcome 
investment by council

RETAILERS have welcomed “needed” invest¬ 
ment in Newmarket’s Christmas lights display 
along the High Street. 

This comes after Newmarket Town Council 
vowed to spend an extra £4,000 on new Christ¬ 
mas lights which were switched on, on Monday 

The News previously reported that health 
and safety issues meant the council could not 
put up its traditional lights across the road. 

But Mayor of Newmarket, Cllr Andy Drum¬ 
mond, said the new lights display would be 
“better than ever before”. 

Tolly Considine, owner of Tolly’s Flowers in 
Newmarket and vice-chair of Newmarket Re¬ 
tailers Association, told the News: “It’s great, 
brilliant news. I’m sure everybody was happy. 

“It was needed. They did a feasibility study 
and found that where the lights were previously 
secured, it was deemed to be unsafe. Safety was 
obviously paramount. 

“Every town wants to make itself look really 
good, but sometimes these things can conspire 
against you and I don’t think it’s because of any¬ 
one’s want of trying.”

No show from 
rail company 


NATIONAL Rail will not be 
attending a meeting organ¬ 
ised by town MP Matthew 
Hancock over the closure of 
a crossing in Newmarket. 

Mr Hancock invited the 
railway company to a meet¬ 
ing with Newmarket Town 
Council and residents at the 
Weatherby Level Crossing 
this Friday at 9am. 

Councillors and residents 
are disappointed by the no 
show, after the route man¬ 
aging director of Network 
Rail, Richard Schofield, sent 
a letter to Mr Hancock about 
closing the crossing. 

Cllr Peter Hulbert told the 
News: “I didn’t expect them 
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to be there. They held two 
meetings concerning the 
Newmarket crossing - but 
where did they hold them? 
Bury They’re not being fair. 

“The crossing had two 
deaths in 60 years and both 
of those were suicides. 

“I’m just going to keep on 
fighting.” 

Mr Hancock said: “I am 
very disappointed that Net¬ 
work Rail is unable to send 
a representative to Friday’s 
meeting. I am fighting on 
behalf of my constituents 


for both improved rail ser¬ 
vices to Newmarket and for 
a workable solution to the 
crossing case. I will be tak¬ 
ing up these issues with 
Network Rail and I will work 
with them to find achievable 
and satisfactory outcomes.” 

A spokesperson from Net¬ 
work Rail said: “We are go¬ 
ing to meet with the MP and 
councillors in the new year. 
No-one is available at the 
time because it’s difficult to 
get any time in the diaries. 
We know this is important to 
people, so on this particular 
occasion we want to send 
someone senior. We have 
not secured a date yet.”

‘Brilliant’jockey 
Swinbum dies

FORMER Newmarket-based 
jockey Walter Swinburn died 
on Monday, aged 55. 

Widely known as a three - 
time Derby winner, Swin¬ 
burn was one of the most 
talented jockeys of his gen¬ 
eration. 

Swinburn, who had been 
suffering from epilepsy, died 
peacefully at his London 
home. 

The former jockey, who 
lived in Ousden, near New¬ 
market, during the 1990s, 
and also had a brief career 
as a trainer, will be forever 
linked with racehorse Sher- 
gar, the 1981 Derby winner. 

Swinburn, who was 19 at 
the time, partnered Shergar 
to glory by 10 lengths, which 
is the longest winning mar¬ 
gin in the race’s history. 

lames Fanshaw, who was 
assistant to Shergar’s trainer, 
Sir Michael Stoute, when 
Swinburn was the stable’s 
number one rider, said: “We 
worked together for seven

years. 

“Walter and I were at Sir 
Michael Stoute’s together 
and he was a brilliant jockey. 
Obviously, he won the Derby 
in 1981 at the age of 19 and 
won the Derby two more 
times, but he had the most 
sympathetic pair of hands as 
a rider. He was a real horse¬ 
man and was good on the 
most difficult of horses.” 

Swinburn had a period as 
part of the Channel 4 Rac¬ 


ing team, and worked with 
former National Hunt great 
fohn Francome. 

Mr Francome said: “I 
spoke to him a couple of 
months ago and he seemed 
in really good form. It’s ab¬ 
solutely shocking he should 
die aged 55. No age at all. 

“He was an absolutely gift¬ 
ed rider, you never saw any 
horse pulling with him or 
having their head in the air. 

“He was a little bit of a 
troubled soul in some ways, 
he had weight problems 
which probably affected him 
a lot more than other people. 

“He could ride a race, he 
had a really good feel for 
what was going on under¬ 
neath him. 

“He was a very sensitive 
person, both on and off a 
horse.” 

Swinburn also rode thor¬ 
oughbred Zilzal to victory at 
the Sussex Stakes and Queen 
Elizabeth II Stakes. 

Mr Fanshawe added: “Not 
many people could have rid¬ 
den Zilzal. He was a brilliant 
horse, but had a fiery nature. 
Walter was brilliant.”

Health spend 
is ‘negligible’ 


SUFFOLK County Council 
only spent £40,000 of its £28 
million public health budget 
on mental health initiatives 

- or just 0.16 per cent. 

The council allocated 
£53,000 for its Suffolk Lives 
Matter Strategy in 2015/16 

- which aims to prevent sui¬ 
cide - but only spent £40,488. 

The news comes after 
charity Mind found that lo¬ 
cal authorities in the UK 
spend on average less than 
1 per cent of their public 
health budget on mental 
health. 

Paul Farmer, chief execu¬ 
tive of Mind, said: “Our re¬ 
search shows that the cur¬ 
rent spend on public mental 
health initiatives is negligi¬ 
ble. This can’t continue. 

“Prevention is always bet¬ 
ter than cure and ignoring 
the problem simply doesn’t 
make sense. 

“Investment could stop 
people who aren’t unwell 
developing mental health 
problems in the future.” 

Cllr Tony Goldson, Suf¬ 
folk County Council’s cabi¬ 
net member for health and 
chairman of the Suffolk 
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Health and Wellbeing Board, 
said: “Mental health is an 
embedded theme running 
through all public health 
work, as we aspire to create a 
healthy environment for in¬ 
dividuals, families and com¬ 
munities to live and work in. 

“Although public health 
does not have a specific re¬ 
mit for mental health servic¬ 
es, it works to promote good 
mental health. 

“Mental health is a key 
part of public health’s com¬ 
missioned services such as 
sexual health, drugs and al¬ 
cohol and heathy lifestyle 
services. 

“We will be undertaking 
work to support suicide pre¬ 
vention. 

“The team also promotes 
positive mental health 
through training such as 
Making Every Contact 
Count, which provides face 
-to-face support to staff in 
the health and care system 
to give brief advice about 
mental health promotion 


and referral information.” 

Local councils are required 
by law to have initiatives that 
promote good physical and 
mental health. 

Examples of initiatives 
that can prevent mental 
health problems are: 

■ School-based mental 
health promotion and pre¬ 
vention programmes 

■ Workplace wellbeing ini¬ 
tiatives with local employers 

■ Mental health training 
such as Mental Health First 
Aid (MHFA). 

Mr Farmer added: “Having 
a mental health problem can 
impact on all aspects of our 
lives, from our relationships 
and work to our physical 
health. The personal costs 
are immeasurable, and the 
wider economic cost is huge. 

“We need local authorities 
to use their budgets to help 
people in their communities 
stay mentally healthy and 
reduce the chances of them 
becoming unwell.”

Man wins appeal 
over life sentence

A DELIVERY driver who was 
jailed for life after plotting to 
kill US servicemen has had 
his sentence reduced. 

lunead Khan, 25, of Marlow 
Avenue in Luton, was jailed 
in May after downloading a 
bomb-making recipe on his 
computer, and browsing for 
knives used by British mili¬ 
tant ‘fihadi john’. 

Khan travelled to East An¬ 
glia through his agency job 
with a pharmaceutical firm to 
nearby US bases RAF Milden- 
hall and RAF Lakenheath. 

The IS supporter was given 
a 20-year jail term with five 
years on licence, after the ap¬ 
peal hearing in October. 

The panel of judges, in¬ 
cluding Lord justice Treacy 
and Mr justice Leggatt at the 
Court of Appeal in London, 
felt that Khan did not carry 
his intention far enough to 
warrant a life sentence.

The judge’s report, which 
was published on December 
8, said: “The point was fairly 
made on the appeal that, in 
terms of steps actually taken, 
he did not carry his intention 
far. 

“The evidence indicated, 


and the judge found, that al¬ 
though lunead Khan formed 
an intention and obtained 
a recipe to manufacture a 
bomb during an online con¬ 
versation... he quickly aban¬ 
doned that particular plan. 

“His thoughts then turned 
to acquiring a knife. This 
plan was taken further 
by searching online, put¬ 
ting a knife in an online 
shopping basket and inquir¬ 
ing about the time for deliv¬ 
ery. However, junead Khan 
did not take the vital step of 
actually acquiring or order¬ 
ing this knife. 

“Moreover, nothing hap¬ 
pened on the journey in East 
Anglia that took him near a 
US base.” 

To conclude, the judge 
added that Khan’s conduct, 
“very serious as it was”, did 
not require the court to im¬ 
pose a life sentence.

Fond farewell to 
D-Day veteran

TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
former D-Day hero who has died 
in his 90s. 

Eric Day worked for 50 years as 
a printing technician at the News, 
not retiring until he was over 70. 

He was born in Swaffham Prior, 
and lived there all his life - the 
only years he spent away from the 
village were when he was in the 
armed forces during the Second 
World War. 

In 1944, he was among the Roy¬ 
al Artillery troops who swarmed 
ashore in Normandy on D-Day, 
after eight days at sea in a Bren 
gun carrier. 

Surviving the landing under a 
hail of German machine gun fire, 
he dug a slit trench to sleep in, but 
was ordered out of it by an officer, 
who commandeered it for himself. 
He slept under a tree, and in the 
morning found the officer dead in 
the trench, killed by enemy fire. 

In a service at Swaffham Prior 
church celebrating Eric’s life, his 


daughter Hilary Marsh said: “He 
went on to Caen, from where he 
wrote home in a censored letter to 
his parents that he was where the 
millstones came from, for Fosters 
Mill in Swaffham Prior. 

“He went on with his unit to 
liberate France, and the Nether¬ 
lands, then on into Germany, later 
joining a peace-keeping force in 
Palestine and Egypt. 

“After returning from the war, 
he married mum, Jean Housden, 
after they met while ice skating on 
the Point in Reach. 

“Eric worked as a printer and 
Linotype operator for the News 
for 50 years, and didn’t retire until 
he was over 70. After finishing the 
printing side, he stayed on as a se¬ 
curity officer. 

“He served on the parish coun¬ 
cil, was a school governor, and 
was on the parochial church 
council and other village commit¬ 
tees, which meant a lot to him. For 
years, he did the register of elec¬ 
tors in the parish. He had won¬ 
derful handwriting, and being a 
printer he was very good at spell¬ 
ing.” 


In 1994, when US president Bill 
Clinton joined John Major at a 
special D-Day 50th anniversary 
commemoration at the American 
Cemetery at Madingley, Eric met 
the president, who thanked him 
for what he had done half a cen¬ 
tury before. 

Hilary said: “We are proud of 
Eric and his achievements, and 
will all miss him very much.” 

Eric, who was 94, leaves two 
children, four grandchildren and 
three great grandchildren. 

His grandchildren, Rachel, 
Daniel, Claire and William, wrote 
down their own memories of him, 
describing his love of snooker on 
TV; crossword puzzles and card 
games. 

They said: “A walk so fast that 
little legs would need to trot just 
to keep up; singing so loud you’d 
cover you face with your hymn 
sheet in church; driving so erratic, 
Nan would have to vocally ap¬ 
ply her own brakes; jackets so old 
and holey, peas would find fertile 
ground - our memories of Gran¬ 
dad are eternal, and you live on in 
every one of us.”

Ex-jockey found dead at home is named 


A FORMER Newmarket jockey 
who was found dead at his home 
has been named. 

Jon Daly, 31, was found at a 
house on Vicarage Road in New¬ 
market at around 6.35pm on 
Tuesday, November 29, after po¬ 
lice were called to the property. 


Mr Daly worked for Jamesfield 
Place stables, and had been rid¬ 
ing out for town trainer James 
Tate. 

Mr Tate told the News: “He 
rode out for us in the mornings 
on and off. He was a nice fellow, 
a talented rider and he had ongo¬ 


ing health issues, but despite that 
we are all devastated by his loss, 
and our thoughts go towards his 
family.” 

A police spokesperson said that 
the circumstances were not sus¬ 
picious and a coroner had been 
informed. 


CRIME 

Police warn 
residents 
to be on 
the alert 

RESIDENTS in Newmar¬ 
ket are being warned to 
secure their homes after a 
series of 33 burglaries over 
the last three weeks. 

The incidents have in¬ 
volved burglars forcing 
their way into homes in 
rural areas in the early af¬ 
ternoon and evening while 
the occupants are out. 

They have taken cash, 
jewellery and electrical 
items. 

Detectives are investi¬ 
gating how many of the 
33 incidents across Forest 
Heath, St Edmundsbury, 
Mid Suffolk and Babergh, 
are linked. 

The series has included 
break-ins at Newmarket, 
Moulton and Mildenhall. 

Detective Inspector An¬ 
drew Smethurst, of West¬ 
ern Area CID, said: “We 
are appealing for local 
communities to be on the 
look-out for any suspi¬ 
cious behaviour in their 
villages and neighbour¬ 
hoods and not to disre¬ 
gard persons or vehicles 
that appear unusual or out 
of place. 

“This could include a 
suspicious vehicle outside 
your neighbour’s house or 
hearing the sound of glass 
smashing nearby. 

“Note down the car 
registration number or 
description of any suspi¬ 
cious persons you may 
have seen and report it to 
us if you believe it to be 
unusual. 

“These criminals may 
present themselves as 
genuine callers, so if their 
behaviour seems odd then 
let us know.” 

If you have information 
about burglaries, or any¬ 
thing suspicious contact 
Suffolk Police on 101, or 
call Crimestoppers anony¬ 
mously on 0800 555 111. 

Police are advising resi¬ 
dents to use three sim¬ 
ple steps to reduce their 
chances of becoming the 
victim of a burglary: lock, 
light and hide. 

“Lock” means locking 
all doors and shutting all 
windows before leaving 
the house, as well as keep¬ 
ing the front door locked 
and windows not fully 
open while you are home. 

“Light” means leaving 
low-energy lights on tim¬ 
ers and a radio on to make 
thieves believe you are 
home. Police also suggest 
using security lights in 
outdoor areas. 

“Hide” means getting 
valuables marked and 
keeping them in a safe, 
never leaving spare keys 
in an open place, and not 
leaving tools that could 
be used to break in lying 
around.

THE family of missing 23-year- 
old airman Corrie McKeague are 
to hire a private investigator to 
help find him. 

The move follows news that 
more than £20,000 was raised by 
a fundraising page in two days 
last week.

Corrie has been missing since

“They have not, but still know¬ 
ingly, permitted another family 
member to post a reward with¬ 
out informing Nicola. 

“We are gravely concerned 
that any information provided 


will not be effectively collected, 
collated and acted upon. 

“We have therefore decided to 
put our plan in to action, includ¬ 
ing the offer of a reward to en¬ 
courage new information to be 
provided. 

“We are very grateful to all of 
the family and friends on this 
page and further afield who con¬ 
tinue to support Nicola, Makey- 
an, Darroch and the family to 
#findcorrie.” 

Temporary Suffolk assistant 
Chief Constable Louisa Pep¬ 
per said she was “confident” in 
her team after using an “inordi¬ 
nate” amount of resources in the 
search for Corrie. 

Suffolk’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner Tim Passmore 
said that “he does not care what 
it costs” to find Corrie.

145 home plan 
for racing staff

OUTLINE plans to build 145 
homes for racing staff in 
Newmarket were revealed to 
the public last week. 

Residents were invited to 
view the plans for homes 
off Hamilton Road at the 
Rowley Mile Racecourse on 
Tuesday. 

The responses from 
Newmarket residents were 
mixed, with some having 
concerns over traffic con¬ 
gestion, while others wel¬ 
comed the plans due to a 
lack of stable staff accom¬ 
modation. 

Pat O’Donoghue, 70, of 
Edinburgh Road, told the 
News: “My main concern 
would be traffic. 

“There’s a lot of traffic an¬ 
yway because of the indus¬ 
trial estate on Exning Road. 
People use Hamilton Road 
as a way to the estate first 
thing in the morning. 

“If we have an extra 145 
houses, that’s an extra 145 


cars minimum. I also find 
it a little extraordinary that 
they would want to have 
that amount of houses 
there. I would have thought 
they would interfere with 
the horses.” 

A resident from Hamilton 
Road said: “I find it a bit iron¬ 
ic that the same people who 
are advocating a planning 
application for 145 homes 
objected to the housing de¬ 
velopment of 400 homes on 
Hatchfield Farm. Traffic was 
the problem then, and traf¬ 
fic will be the problem with 
this one.” 

The outline plans show 
homes with single, double 
and three bedrooms. 

The site, which will be 
owned by Jockey Club Es¬ 
tates, would have entranc¬ 
es off Hamilton Road and 
Churchill Avenue. 

William Gittus, manag¬ 
ing director of the Jockey 
Club Estates, told the News: 
“There is an identified need 
for racing staff, and the rac¬ 
ing industry provides a huge 
economic benefit to the 


town and district. The con¬ 
sultation highlighted some 
issues from neighbours 
which we will do our best to 
deal with. We aim to submit 
this some time in 2017.” 

Newmarket Trainers’ 
Federation chairman Mark 
Tompkins, told the News: 
“We’re delighted. It’s imper¬ 
ative that we get stable staff 
accommodation in New¬ 
market, as we don’t have any 
at all.” 

He said a lot of the hous¬ 
ing was taken up by people 
who could not afford the 
high cost of homes in Cam¬ 
bridge. 

He added: “As a conse¬ 
quence, the stable staff are 
reduced because they can’t 
find suitable housing. It’s got 
gradually worse over the last 
10 to 15 years. Most of the 
staff living there would have 
push bikes, and from that 
point of view, it’ll make very 
little difference to traffic.”

Amputee walks

A WAR veteran with two prosthetic legs 
walked 119 miles from London to Norfolk via 
Newmarket for charity last week. 

Duncan Slater, a former soldier who served 
in Afghanistan in 2009, walked in support of 
the Walking Home For Christmas campaign, 
an initiative that raises funds for homeless 
and vulnerable veterans. 

The former RAF serviceman was joined by 
Ed Parker, a co-founder of military charity 
Walking With The Wounded, which started 
the festive campaign.

The pair walked from the Royal Hospital in 
Chelsea on December 9, and arrived in New¬ 
market on December 10. They arrived at the 
charity’s base in Norfolk on December 11.

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FARMING 

Farmers asked 
to protect birds

POULTRY farmers are being 
asked to protect their birds, 
after a highly-infectious 
strain of bird flu was found 
on mainland Europe in Oc¬ 
tober. 

Measures to prevent the 
H5N8 bird flu strain from 
spreading were announced 
by the Department for En¬ 
vironment, Food and Rural 
Affairs (Defra). 

Farmers are now required 
to keep any chickens, tur¬ 
keys and ducks indoors for 
30 days, or take steps to sep¬ 
arate them from wild birds. 

Christmas dinners are un¬ 
likely to be affected. 

John Newton, regional 
lead on poultry for the Na¬ 
tional Farmers’ Union in 
East Anglia, told the News: 
“It’s not a human health risk, 
so we’re purely looking at 
the health of birds for com¬ 
mercial purposes. But if the 
influenza gets into a flock of 


commercial birds, the con¬ 
sequences are severe for a 
producer. 

“I would ask that produc¬ 
ers maintain good secu¬ 
rity - which means keeping 
visitors out of the site and to 
ensure the risk of spreading 
the disease is minimised. 

“We haven’t got it in the 
country at the moment but 
we’re taking precautions. 

“If anyone believes their 
poultry has the disease, it 
must be reported to the 
authorities. But in the first 
instance they need to con¬ 
tact their vet as a matter of 
urgency to look at the symp¬ 
toms to establish the cause.” 

The strain of bird flu was 
found in poultry and wild 
birds in France, Sweden and 
other countries. 

Members of the public are 
also being told to report cas¬ 
es of dead swans, geese and 
ducks, gulls, or five or more 
dead birds of other species 
to Defra. 

Surveillance has been in¬ 
creased and farmers are be¬ 


ing urged to make sure feed 
and water is not accessible 
to wild birds. 

Chicken farmer Dan¬ 
iel Brown, from the Pop¬ 
lar Farm Poultry Unit in 
Mildenhall, where there are 
40,000 hens in three sheds, 
said that Defra had made 
the right move. 

He said that he’ll be put¬ 
ting in extra toys for the 
birds to “give them some¬ 
thing else to think about.” 

Mr Newton added that 
Christmas dinners were un¬ 
likely to be affected by the 
outbreak. “The vast major¬ 
ity of turkeys that would be 
kept outdoors have already 
been slaughtered,” he said, 
“so only a few remaining 
birds will be housed in the 
next couple of days be¬ 
fore being slaughtered for 
Christmas, so the risk for 
turkey and geese for Christ¬ 
mas is very small.”

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Audi connects car to 
city’s infrastructure 



I F you know in advance when a 
traffic light will switch from red to 
green, your driving is more relaxed 
and efficient. Audi is the first car 
manufacturer to connect the car to 
the city infrastructure - an important 
step towards autonomous driving. In 
Las Vegas Audi A4 and Q7 models are 
now able to display traffic-light phases 
directly in the car. Further US cities 
will follow, and introduction of the 
system is planned in Europe. Traffic 
Light Information optimises traffic 
flow, saves valuable time and reduces 
environmental impact. 

Audi of America is cooperating 
with several cities in North America 
to upgrade the infrastructure for 
Vehicle-to-Infrastructure (V2I) 
technology. "For the first time, our 
cars are exchanging data with traffic 
infrastructure in real time. Drivers can 
adapt their behaviour to the situation 
and move through city traffic in a 
much more relaxed and controlled 
way," says Andreas Reich, head of 
Electronics Pre-Development at AUDI 
AG. "We increase energy efficiency 
when we connect our Audi models 
to smart cities. Further V2I services 
will follow, making the car into an 


interactive mobile device. We see 
autonomous driving as the end of this 
development." 

As a first step, all Audi A4 and 
Q7 models produced for the US 
market since June and equipped 
with Audi connect have this function 
on board. In the US, municipal 
traffic management centres will 
communicate the traffic-light data 
to Audi's project partner Traffic 
Technology Services TTS. Here the 
data are prepared and sent to the on¬ 


board computer in the Audi via a fast 
Internet connection, for example 4G/ 
LTE, in real time. 

The first function of the Traffic 
Light Information V2I component is 
called Time-to-Green. In the Audi 
virtual cockpit or head-up display, 
drivers see whether they will reach 
the next light on green while travelling 
within the permitted speed limit. If 
not, a countdown is provided of the 
time remaining until the next green 
phase - and drivers can throttle back

in good time. Pilot projects in Europe 
have shown that drivers exercise more 
foresight thanks to this information 
about traffic lights. This has a 
beneficial overall effect on traffic flow. 
"In our tests the number of cars that 
had to brake to a standstill in traffic 
fell by around 20 perc ent. This saved 
time for the driver and also made fuel 
savings of about 15 per cent in the 
pilot project," says Michael Zweck, 
project manager for Audi Traffic Light 
information. 

Audi also intends to introduce 
the technology in Europe. In Berlin, 
Ingolstadt, Garmisch-Partenkirchen 
and Verona there have already been 
extensive pilot projects. In Berlin 
alone, some 700 traffic lights in the 
inner city have been connected to 
the service. Across Europe, however, 
unified data standards and digital 
infrastructure do not exist. 

First of all, Audi customers will use 
this service, but the development 
work Audi is investing in these traffic- 
light systems will be of benefit to 
customers of other brands in future.

Hong Kong joy for Moore 


NEWMARKET-based jockey Ryan 
Moore enjoyed success at Sha Tin, 
following up a second-place finish on 
Highland Reel in the Longines Hong 
Kong Vase with victory on Maurice in 
the Longines Hong Kong Cup. 

Highland Reel narrowly failed 
to cap another splendid year with 
victory in the Vase as Satono Crown 
edged him out in the dying strides. 

Aidan O'Brien's charge, who won 
the 12-furlong Group One heat in 
2015, lifted both the King George 
at Ascot and the Breeders' Cup Turf 
this year as well as finishing second 
to stablemate Found in the Prix de 
I'Arc de Triomphe at Longchamp. 

Partnered by Seamie Heffernan in 
France and America, Moore was back 
in the plate this time around and 
he was positive from the off, seizing 
control and setting the gallop. 

The Michael Bell-trained Big 
Orange tried to exert a bit of 
pressure with seven furlongs or so 
left to run, but he quickly dropped 
away as Moore appeared to have 
stolen a decisive advantage. 

However, Japanese raider Satono 
Crown unleashed a telling late 
charge under Joao Moreira to 
triumph by half a length for trainer 
Noriyuki Hori. 


Racing 

Moore said: "He's run very well, 
a cracking race given the pressure. 
But it's disappointing to get beaten. 
We pulled a long way clear - the 
winner is a good horse." 

While Moore suffered heartbreak 
in the Vase, Maurice more than 
compensated for Highland Reel's 
defeat as he turned in a superlative 
effort to win the Longines Hong 
Kong Cup. 

The rider had to show plenty of 
patience after his mount, who is 
also trained by Hori, was slow to 
break and settled towards the rear 
of the field as A Shin Hikari blazed 
a trail under Yutaka Take. 

A Shin Hikari quickly built up a 
clear-cut lead but began to falter at 
the top of the straight, with Moore 
tracking a perfect passage up the 
rail before switching his mount to 
challenge. 

Maurice's response was instant, 
with the five-year-old quickly 
reeling in A Shin Hikari before 
surging forward for a three-length 
victory over Secret Weapon. 

Moore, who spent several 
minutes signing autographs after 
being mobbed by Hong Kong and 


Japanese fans following the race, 
was eager to pay tribute to the 
"brilliant" Maurice. 

He said: "I've had a lot of fun 
riding Maurice. I'm always OK 
when I'm on him, although today 


when the gates opened, he made it 
a bit more difficult for me. 

"Fortunately there was a lot of 
pace and when I found the room I 
was looking for, he moved into gear 
and then he just flew and has won 


easing up. 

"He's a brilliant horse. He's very 
good at a mile, but possibly he's 
even better at 10 furlongs. He's 
developed into a big, strong horse 
and he is a pleasure to ride."
